Urge Beefing 
Up Of Police 
Powers Now 


Beefing up of local police 
powers was called' for re¬ 
cently by County Super¬ 
visors in a motion by War¬ 
ren Dorn to support a state 
Senate bill to re-establish 
home rule. 

Dorn said that if Senate 
Bill 4 (Richardson-Pasa.) is 
passed by the legislature 
and signed by the governor, 
it would return to counties 
the police powers they had 
prior to the Carol Lane de¬ 
cision, which seriously ham¬ 
pered local law enforcement 
officers. 

“Too often, in too many 
fields, local government is 
pre-empted by the state, re¬ 
sulting in, confusion regard¬ 
ing jurisdiction and' a r - 
rests,” said Dorn. 

It is not in the best in¬ 
terest of the public to leave 
local authority without 
power to enact local regula¬ 
tions to meet the problems 
of today and to require 
time-consuming procedures 
of th e state legislature to 
solve them, he added. 

“SB 4 would be of great 
assistance to the county in 
re-establishing its broad 
home rule .power. It de¬ 
serves vigorous support,” 
said Dorn.

Why Taxaction is urging ‘NO ’ on both OVER-RIDE & BONDS on April 22 

The Trap 


On April 22 voters of Altadena, Pasadena, Sierra 
Madre will vote on a $34 million bond issue and a 
$6.4 million over-ride ($1.54 per $100 of assessed valu¬ 
ation). “Over-ride” means voter permission to raise 
the present legal ceiling on school taxes paid by prop¬ 
erty owners and, indirectly, by renters. This over¬ 
ride will be PERMANENT, not just for five years. 

This means that while taxpayers are paying off 
the $34 million bond issue they can —and probably 
will — be paying $130 million or more additional 
general school fund taxes. In short, you are voting 
on a $164 million package. KIDS (Keep Improving 
District Schools) is KIDDING you in propaganda 
about a “five-year” plan. 

Loading the vote against you will be welfare re¬ 
cipients whose rent you pay with your taxes. Although 
it costs them nothing, these people have a right to 
vote for a first lien on your home ... or for a tax 
increase which should raise your rent if you don’t 
own your home. 

Although both over-ride and bonds will be separate 
issues on the ballot, they are a package. Over-ride 
figures cover bond-caused costs that will be “gravy” 
when the bonds fail to pass. The bond issue, in turn,

sense. When an "open zone” was set up, school offi¬ 
cials had to scratch for a few token users. The 
“cluster” and/or busing may not even appease black 
militants, who are beginning to demand their own 
(segregated) schools. Who will foot the bill if minori¬ 
ties boycott the finished “cluster” and demand their 
own schools? 

Fancy school buildings will stop the “Pasadena 
exodus." This exodus is composed of families who 
leave town or send their children to private schools. 
(About a third of Pasadena’s school age children are 
now in private schools.) Exodus causes are unen¬ 
durable taxes, a busing protest, disgust with substi¬ 
tution of “ethnic balance” for educational standards 
and fear for safety of their children. 

The paper profits joker. Whon your assess- 
ments _ and taxes — rise, politicians tell you you 
should be happy because “it means your property is 
worth more.” But in the case of a home, this is a 
paper profit which you may never get. You have no 
income from your home and make no profit on it 
until you sell it. But at that time you will pay a 
second (capital gains) tax. Meanwhile, you may not 
get the increased price. This can be because it was 
over-assessed, because of market conditions at the 


Understated tax increases. Taxes can — and al¬ 
most surely will — rise even higher than school fore¬ 
casters admit. 

Over-ride use promises. Current committee 
promises to spend over-ride money for more and 
better facilities and equipment are not legal com¬ 
mitments. The forthcoming and future boards will be 
free to spend the new money for any purpose they 
choose within the broad limitations of a school board. 
They can use all or any part of the annual increase 
for salary raises and/or busing. “Cluster” busing alone 
will cost $500,000 a year. We may get more teachers, 
new lab equipment, et cetera. But we may NOT. If 
we do not, there will be little or nothing you can do 
about it. 

Misleading cost estimates. Original cost estimates 
were pared down to $34 million to stay within the 
debt limit. Protests against neglect of elementary 
school needs caused “cluster” costs to be cut again to 
$13.7 million! And a Christmas tree building and 
improvement program blossomed with promises of 
something for everyone. Enormous sums that will be 
needed for street widening, parking, new athletic 
fields, lighting and other new services are not in¬ 
cluded in the estimates. Costs will soar as they did 
at Blair High, which, unfinished, already has cost 
far more than voters approved for it. The promised 
work cannot possibly be done for the promised cost. 

Parents want integration busing. This is ,non-

looks like a distraction to draw voter attention from 
the over-ride and to set the stage for lowering the 
required bond approval limit in elections from 2/3 
to 1/2.

An Important Difference 


Next to profits, probably the most belabored feature 
of the capitalistic system is capital — the money that it 
takes to keep the productive wheels of a nation turning. 
Somehow, the impression is left that socialist or communist 
countries get along with neither capital nor capitalism. 
However, nothing could be farther from the truth. 

As a prominent businessman has pointed out, there 
can be no solid growth without capital. It makes no dif¬ 
ference whether a nation is stauchly socialist or fervently 
dedicated to free enterprise; the need exists in either 
case. The only difference is, in a socialist country, the 
capital to keep industries running is raised compulsorily 
by taxation, rather than voluntarily through the invested 
savings of private citizens. In a socialist country, a clique 
in power controls the capital. Under the capitalistic system 
in the U.S., it is controlled by the individual citizen with 
a few dollars In the bank and equity in his home, on a 
few shares of stock in business or industry. This is the 
voluntary way of capitalism. 

All nations are capitalistic; the only question is whether 
they work on a foundation of compulsion by government 
or the voluntary action of private citizens as in the U.S.

Will Coercion Be Legalized? 


From time to time, press reports have told of the 
continuing effort to organize California grape pickers. Since 
the pickers apparently do not wish to be organized, union 
pressure has taken the form of a nationwide boycott 
against California table grapes in an attempt to coerce 
grape growers to sign contracts whether the workers want 
to join a union or not. 

Wholly aside from the merit of the issues involved 
in the dispute, which it would seem would be a local con¬ 
cern, the boycott tactics have taken an ominous turn. 
They involve questions of principle that directly affect all 
merchants and consumers. By intimidation and threats of 
violence, the boycotters are endeavoring to force merchants 
to remove grapes from the marketplace. A retailer, hun¬ 
dreds of miles from California grape fields, may find his 
place of business under attack and his customers driven 
away if he refuses to accede to the wishes of the boycot¬ 
ters. He is forced to take sides, irrespective of his convic¬ 
tions and his right to carry on his business as he thinks 
best. 

By forcing removal of an item from store shelves, 
boycotters are also depriving consumers of freedom of 
choice and the right to judge for themselves by their 
patronage the wisdom of a merchant’s merchandising poli¬ 
cies. If nationwide coercion of consumers and merchants 
works in the case of attempts to organize grape pickers, 
there is little question but that the same kind of coer¬ 
cion will be applied elsewhere. It is an intolerable prospect.
